Military 


HE military life at A. M. A. is one of the school’s great- 
est features, but at no time is it allowed to interfere 
with the academic work. The school is a junior unit of 
the Reserve Officers Training Corps and the military 

2 work is directed by the Professor of Military Science 

—!! and Tactics, an officer detailed by the War Department, 
and his assistant, a non-commissioned officer. The Regular Army men 
are aided by the tactical officers, two of which are assigned to each com- 
pany. These tactical officers are officers in the reserve corps who have 
secured their commissions at the colleges they attended—or are retired 
officers of the Regular Army or the Marine Corps. 

The prime object of the R. O. T. C. at a school or college is to fit 
men to command units intelligently in time of war, but that is not the 
only object. A man greatly benefits by this training in civil life because 
it gives him a military bearing, teaches him to think and act more quickly 
than the average civilian, and the military courtesy learned at such a 
place teaches him to show the same respect for his employer in after life 
that he would to a superior officer were he in the army. 

The corps is inspected three times each year by the government in 
order to determine whether or not it shall be designated as one of the 
ten “Honor Schools” of the United States. A.M. A. has not been quali- 
fied for two years, but with the start we have now and the weather giving 
promise of being fair, a great deal can be done in the next five weeks to- 
ward winning this coveted honor. 

Major Chester has made the drill this year more interesting because 
he does not keep the corps drilling so long on one thing that it becomes 
boring. He has also introduced the plan of giving to the company com- 
mandets a weekly drill schedule, written orders for field exercises, and 
the more important points pertaining to the execution of these field exer- 
cises, Major Chester has worked very hard, and it will not be his fault 
if we do not get the “Honor School” this year. 


Drill Schedule for the Year 


A LOWING is an account of the progress made in 
Military in general throughout the year: 

When the old cadets returned in September, it was 
surprising to see how qttickly they snapped into line and 
how incredibly short a time it took them to reach their 
old top notch form. For the first week they were drilled 

in School of the platoon without arms and about October Ist received their 
rifles. The new cadets in the meantime had been catching on in fine style 
and received their rifles three days later. The new men were drilled in 
squad movements with rifles after they had learned the manual of arms 
well, and were soon ready to take their places in ranks with the “reg- 
ulars,” 

On Monday of the second week in October we had the first rifle 
inspection and during the next few days took up extended order, school 
of the company, and, on Saturday, the first parade. 

The next week, morning drill was started in order to make more 
rapid progress, but not because the men were not learning. It was char- 
acterized by physical and close order drill, 

On November 20th, we had our first dress parade, which is a very 
early date. We also took up the more important phases of extended 
order, so as to get ready for the field problems, a most important item for 
Government Inspection. 

From after Christmas on, the drill schedule ran as follows: On 
Monday, rifle inspection, and later on tent pitching; Tuesday, company 
drill; Wednesday, physical drill; Thursday and Friday, field problems ; 
and Saturday, practice for parade. In the morning the third and fourth 
year men drilled on the 37-mm. gun, trench mortar, and machine gun. 

Saturday inspection was introduced for a while, but did not meet 
with approval and the regular Monday morning inspection was continued. 

After Government inspection the fourth year men, under the super- 
vision of Lieutenant Caldwell, went on the range. Guard mounting was 
started about the middle of March and continued up until Government 
Inspection. The interior guard duty was exceptionally good. 

Government inspection came on the 11th and 12th of May and did 
not catch us unawares. [Everybody entered into the spirit of the occasion 
wholeheartedly, and although we haven’t heard the outcome, we have the 
highest hopes of getting the Honor School this year.

Football Resume 


Although we lost to our old rivals, Woodberry and Fishburne, the team this year was 
one which every Augusta cadet felt proud of, 

These two defeats and a 13 to 12 beat by Massanutten were our only losses, and, com- 
paring this to our victories over D. M. L, EF. H. SS. V. A, FLU. M. A, V. EL S, and 
S.C. L, we believe the season a decided success. . ' 

This year, for the first time, a training camp was held for onc week prior to the opening 
of school, thanke to Major Roller. The two daily practices, with signal work at Hieht, were 
a Ing factor in getting the team into shape for the first game. 

Two days before school started, Clemmer Harris was operated on for appendicitis, and 
his loss was a hatd blow to the team, as he was ratcd last year as one of the best guards in 
the state; 

On October 1, Woodberry Forrest was our first opponent, and was perhaps the most ex- 
citing game ever played at Fort Defiance, the visitors succeeding in gaining a 12 to 6 verdict. 
Our touchdown was made by McAllister after a quick march to the goal line in the first few 
minutes of play, but Woodberry evened the score in the next period, by falling on a kickoff 
which was allowed to roll back of our goal. 

The second half, however, proved our downfall when, after a seventy-five-yard drive 
down the field, they made their second score. 

The defeat did not discourage the coaches, for it proved to them that they had a good 
team, with promise of much improvement. 

Next Saturday Fork Union was completely overwhelmed, every play “went” and the 
team appeared unbeatable. Score, 21-0. 

On October 15, we handed out another defeat, this time to Episcopal High School, 31-0; 
the visitors were simply outclassed, and at no time did they threaten to score. Our second 
team played nearly all of the second half and did good work. 

On the following week, V. E. S. came to the Clay Bowl. They presented a hard fighting 
team, but could not do anything to stop our fast backfield, which scored a total of six touch. 
downs before being replaced by “seconds.” The game ended 38 to 0. 

Playing their first game away from home, the Augustans journeyed to Winchester on 
October 29 and continued their winning streak by defeating the S. V. A. eleven, 13 to 0. 

Accompanied by the corps, the team next traveled to Lexington, where they met and 
defeated Danville Military Academy. Danville had a strong team, but it could not compare 
with ours. The game was very interesting and was, perhaps, the best played of the season. 

The following Saturday the team, minus the two varsity tackles, journeyed to Massanut- 
ten. We were defeated 13 to 12, but only after our line, out-weighed fifteen pounds to the 
man, had put up one of the scrappiest exhibitions ever made by an A. M. A. team. The back- 
field also did most creditably, as they made six more first downs than their opponents. 

Now for the last and greatest game of the season—Fishburne. The garnet and gold 
team was simply too good for us, but they had to fight for every inch and it was by no 
means a walk-over, the score being 13 to 0. 

Every man on our team gave all he had, we are proud of them, and congratulate every 
man on his determined and “never-say-die” spirit. 

McAllister, Roller, Smith, Slusser, Byers, and Railley constituted the backfield, and their 
work would have been a credit to any school. Captain Runnels and Bach were, without a 
doubt, the best prep school ends in the state. Copps, Merrick, and Payne held down the 
tackle position in a most capable manner. We boasted four excellent guards in Curtis, 
Harris, C., McIntire, and Carpenter. Parker and Conday at center were accurate passers, 
and both could be relied upon. 

Kincaid, Fleishman, Williams, Kelsey, Goodwin, B., and Adams supplied the reserve 
strength, and in this department we were unusually strong. 

Too much cannot be said of the reserve, many of whom are not here mentioned indivi- 
dually. It is a true saying that no team is stronger than its reserve, and Augusta feels very 
gratified to their men who made our varsity possible. We expect to see many of them on 
the varsity next year. 

It is impossible to give too much praise to our coaches, who were always behind the 
team, helping each man to do his best. Captain Deane was in charge of the backfield and he 
not only taught them the game but instilled in them a desire to “do.” Captain Denton 
worked wonders with the line and kept his men in top physical condition. 

It was a pleasure to work under the guidance of such capable and high type men.
